Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  Febru- 
ary amounted  to  635  million  dollars  compared  with  7^3  million  dollars  in 
January  and  526  million  dollars  in  February  1939*     Income  from  marketings, 
declined  less  than  seasonally  from  January  raid  totaled  53?  million  dollars 
in  February  compared  with  U7I  million  dollars  in  February  last  year  and 
the  revised  estimate  cf  617  million  dollars  for  January.    Government  pay- 
ments in  February  were  98  million  dollars  compared  with  126  million  dollars 
in  January  and  55  million  dollars  in  February  last  year. 

For  the  first  2  months  of  19^-0,  cash  farm  income,   including  Govern- 
ment payments,  amounted  to  1,37S  million  dollars  compared  with  l,l60  mil- 
lion dollars  in  the  corresponding  2  months  of  1939.     Income  from  farm 
marketings  was  90  million  dollars  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  totaled 
1,15^  million  dollars  compared  with  1,C6U  million  dollars  last  year. 
Government  payments  during  the  first  2  months  of  I9U0  have  totaled  22^- 
million  dollars  compared  with  96  million  dollars  a  year  earlier.  The 
marked  inorea.se  in  Government  payments  in  the  first  2  months  of  this  ye£.r 
has  been  due  largely  to  the  earlier  and  more  rapid  movement  of  soil  conser- 
vation payments  to  farmers.     In  1939  these  payments  did  not  reach  a  peak 
until  March,  whereas  the  peak  in  10vQ  came  in  January. 

The  seasonal!;/  adjusted  index  of  income  from  farm  marketings  in- 
creased from  the  revised  index ■.  of  79  .C  for  January  to  S3.O  in  February. 
Most  of  the  increase,  after  seasonal  adjustment,  was  in  the  income  from 
crops,  principally  wheat  and  corn,  and  resulted  from  the  large  volume  of 
loans  on  corn  and  the  redemption  of  wheat  r>laced  under  loan.  Marketings 
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cf  tobacco  in  February  also  wsre  much  larger  than  usual,  and  income  in- 
creased sharply,  after  seasonal  adjustment.     Income  from  fruits  and 
vegetables  declined  more  than  seasonally  from  January  to  February-,  largely 
because  of  the  effect  of  the  freeze  in  the  Southern  States  in  late  January 
on  the  citrus  and  strawberry  crops.     The  decline  in  income  from  vegetables 
was  due  to  the  sharp  falling  off  in  the  marketings  of  truck  crops,  which 
more  than  offset  the  increase  in  prices.     Income  from  meat  animals  and 
dairy  products  declined  slightly  more  than  usual,  "but  income  from  eggs  in- 
creased sharply,  following  the  decline  in  January  when  abnormally  cold 
weather  greatly  reduced  the  production  of  eggs. 

Although  farm  income  in  March  is  expected  to  exceed  that  of  the  same 
month  last  year,  preliminary  indications  as  to  marketings  and  prices  are 
that  income  may  increa.se  slightly  less  than  seasonally.    Market  prices  of 
the  principal  farm  products  were  slightly  lower  in  March  than  in  February, 
and  the  amount  of  corn  going  into  loan  is  expected  to  be  smaller  than  in 
February.    G-overnment  rjayments  in  March  are  likely  to  be  smaller  than  in 
February . -and  also  smaller  than  in  March  last  year,  when  they  totaled  95 
million  dollars. 

Corn  loans  increase  February  income  substantially 

Nearly  100  million  bushels  of  corn  were  placed  under  loan  during 
February,  and  income  from  corn  sales  and  loans  was  nearly  twice  as  large 
as  a  year  ago.     Income  from  wheat  increased  instead  of  making  the  usual 
seasonal  decline,  a  result  partially  due  to  sales  of  redeemed  wheat  placed 
under  loan  last  fall.     Income  from  nther  grains  made  about  the  usual 
seasonal  change  from  January  to  February  but  was  considerably  highor  than 
In  February  last  year.     Increased  income  from  citrus  in  California  and 
Texas  more  than  offset  a  decline  in  income  from  citrus  in  Florida,  and 
total  income  was  somewhat  larger  than  in  January  and  larger  than  in  Febru- 
ary last  year.    The  increased  income  from  citrus  was  more  than  offset, 
however,  by  declines  in  income  from  strawberries  and  apples,  and  income 
from  all  fruits  was  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.

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On  account  of  the  decline  in  income  from  truck  crops,  income  from 
vegetables  also  was  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  declined  more  than 
seasonally  from  January  to  February. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  declined  slightly 
more  than  seasonally  from  January  to  February  but  was  about  U  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.     The  decline  in  income  was  largely  due  to 
decreases  in  income  from  cattle  and  butter fat,  which  more  than  offset 
the  increase  in  income  from  eggs.    Marketings  of  hogs  in  February  con- 
tinued large  but  because  of  lower  -or ices  income  was  about  the  same  as  a 
year  earlier  and  male  about  the  usual  seasonal  decline  from  January. 
Income  from  all  meat  animals  was  at  approximately  the  same  level  as  in 
February  last  year,  while  income  from  dairy  oroducts,  poultry  and  eggs, 
and  wool  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.' 

Income  from  Marketings  in  January  by  States  and  Regions 


Income  from  farm  marketings  in  January  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier 
in  30  States.     Including  Government  payments,  income  exceeded  January  last 
year  in  37  States.     The  largest  increase  in  income  was  in  North  Dakota, 
where  Government  payments  were  unusually  large.    Other  States  with  sub- 
stantial increases  in  income  were  Missouri,  South  Dakota.,  Kansas,  South 
Carolina,  Texas,  Montana.,  and  Idaho. 

Including  Government  payments,  farm  cash  income  this  January  was 
larger  than  in  January  1939  in  all  six  regions.     The  increase  in  the  North 
Atlantic  group  was  only  h,  percent,  but  in  the  other  five  regions  it  ranged 
from  1%  to  22  percent.    In  the  chart  on  the  following  page  an  average  of 
farm  income  from  farm  marketings  by  regions  for  I936-3S  is  compared  with 
income  by  months  for  I919  and  January  19*4-0.     Income  in  the  Fast  and  West 
North  Central  and  the  Far  Western  regions  made  the  most  pronounced  in- 
creases when  compared  with  the  ^-year  average.     Income  in  the  South  Central 
States  in  January  was  below  average  because  of  the  lower  income  from 
cotton  and  tobacco. 

North  Atlantic  States 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  was  3  percent 
Larger  this  January  than  last.    Government  payments  were  nearly  one-third 
larger,  so  that  total  income,  including  Government  payments,  was  up  4  per- 
cent.    Income  from  crops  was  larger  in  all  States  except  New  York,  where 
income  from  apples  was  smaller.    Largest  increases  in  income  from  crops 
were  in  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  whore  income  from  tobacco  was  much 
larger.     Income  from  potatoes  and  grains  was  larger  in  the  other  States 
of  the  region,  resulting  in  increased  total  return  from  crops.  Because 
of  the  smaller  returns  from  poultry  and  eggs,  income  from  sales  of  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  was  slightly  smaller  in  January  I9U0  than 
in  January  19^9  in  all  States  except  New  Jersey.     In  Now  Jersey  slightly 
larger  returns  from  cattle,  calves,  and  dairy  products  about  offset  the 
somewhat  smaller  receipts  from  sales  of  eggs.     Income  from  meat  animals 
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was  larger  in  all  States  except  Massachusetts,  Hhode  Island,  and  Pennsylvania. 
Government  payments  for  the  region  as  a  whole  were  larger  than  a  year  earlier, 
as  a  result  of  larger  Government  payments  in  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island, 
New  York,  and  Pennsylvania. 

Bast  North  Central  States 

Farmers'  cash  income  from  marketings  was  larger  this  January  than 
last  in  each  of  the  East  North  Central  States,  and  for  the  region  it  was 
15  percent  larger.    Government  payments  in  the  region  were  nearly  twice 
as  large  this  January  as  last  and  were  larger  in  each  State  except  Wis- 
consin.    Including  Government  payments,   income  for  the  region  totaled  22 
percent  more  than  a  year  ago. 

Income  from  crco  sales  and  commodity  credit  loans  was  larger  in  all 
States  except  Michigan.  In  Michigan,  income  from  grains  and  miscellaneous 
crops  was  larger  hut  these  increases  were  more  than  offset  "by  much  smaller 
returns  from  apples  and  potatoes.  Income  from  grains  and  from  miscellane- 
ous crops  was  larger  in  all  States.  Income  from  fruits  and  vegetables  was 
larger  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Wisconsin  but  smaller  in  Illinois  and  Michi- 
gan; income  from  tobacco  was  larger  in  Wisconsin  and  Ohio,  but  smaller  in 
Indiana. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  larger  this  Janu- 
ary' than  last  in  each  State  of  the  region,  increased  income  from  meat 
animals  and  dairy  products  accounting  for  the  increase.     Income  from 
poultry  and  poultry  products  was  slightly  larger  in  Illinois  but  was  smaller 
in  the  other  four  States. 

West  North  Central  States 

Farm  cash  income  from  marketings  in  the  West  North  Central  States 
was  2  percent  larger  this  January  than  last.     Government  payments  were  over 
three  times  as  large  this  January;  and,   including  Government  eayments,  in- 
come was  IS  percent  larger  than  in  January  last  year.    Government  "Daymen ts 
were  larger  in  all  States  except  Iowa.,  with  the  largest  increases  occurring 
in  North  Dakota  and  Kansas.    Including  Government  payments,  income  was  larger 
this  January  than  last  in  all  States  except  Iowa. 

Income  from  sales  and  commodity  credit  leans  on  corn  was  smaller  this 
January  in  Iowa,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas  but  was  larger  in  the  other  four  States. 
In  Kansas,  income  from  wheat  was  larger  in  January  than  a.  year  earlier  and 
more  than  offset  the  decrease  in  corn  income.     Income  from  grains  was  also 
larger  in  Minnesota,  Missouri,  and  North  Dakota,  but  smaller  in  Iowa  and 
Nebraska.     Income  from  fruits  .and  from  vegetables  was  lower  in  each  State 
of  the  region. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  larger  in  each  State  - 
of  the  region.     Income  from  meat  animals  and  from  dairy  products  exceeded 
that  of  last  year  in  each  State,  while  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was 
larger  in  North  and  South  Dakota  and  Nebraska  but  was  smaller  in  the  other 
four  States. 


South  Atlantic  States 


In  the  South  Atlantic  States  income  from  marketings  was  9  percent 
larger  this ■ January  than  in  January  1939*    Government  payments  were  over 
three  times  as  large  this  January  and  total  cash  income  was  up  IS  percent. 
Substantial  increases  in  income  from  crops  in  Virginia,  and  North  and  SouthN 
Carolina,  more  than  offset  decreases  in  the  other  five  States,  so  that  for 
the  region  income  from  crops  was  up  l6  percent*     In  Virginia  the  increa.se  in 
income  was  from  tobacco,  grains,  and  peanuts.     In  North  Carolina  income  from 
tobacco,  cotton,  grains,  and  -peanuts  was  larger;  and  in  South  Carolina  the 
increase  was  due  to  larger  returns  from  cotton,  vegetables,  grains,  and  mis- 
cellaneous crops.     In  Florida  income  from  fruits  was  larger  but  returns  from 
all  other  groups  of  commodities  were  smaller.     Income  from  grains  was  smaller 
in  Maryland  and  Georgia,  returns  from  fruits  were -down  in  Delaware,  Maryland, 
and  West  Virginia,  and  income  from  vegetables  was  smaller  in  Delaware,  Mary- 
land, and  Georgia. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  smaller  this  January 
in  all  States  except  Maryland  and  Virginia.     In  these  States  larger  income 
from  dairy  products  offset  small  decreases  in  income  from  meat  animals  and 
poultry  and  eggs.     Income  from  meat  animals  was  smaller  in  each  of  the  other 
States  except  Georgia,  and  Florida,  and  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was 
smaller  in  each  State  except  South  Carolina,  where  the  increase  was  very  small 
Income  from  dairy  products  was  larger  this  January  in  all  States  except 
Florida. 

South  Central  States 

Income  from  marketings  in  the    South  Central  States  was  7  percent 
smaller  this  January  than  last.    However,  Government  -payments  were  nearly 
five  times  as  large  this  January,  so  that  total  income  including  Government 
payments  was  19  percent  larger  than  in  January  1939.     Income  from  crop  sales 
in  Arkansas  was  k  percent  larger  this  January  than  last  on  account  of  larger 
returns  from  cotton,  wheat,  rice,  and  sweetpotatoes .     Income  from  crop  sales 
was  smaller  in  all  other  States,  and  the  total  for  the  region  was  11  percent 
smaller.     Income  from  cotton  was  larger  this  January  in  Alabama  and  Arkansas 
but  was  smaller  in  all  other  States.     Income  from  fruits  was  larger  in  Ken- 
tucky, Oklahoma,  and  Texas  but  smaller  in  the  remaining  States.    Returns  from 
vegetable  sales  were  smaller  in  all  States  except  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Louisiana] 
and  Texas.     Increased  income  from  dairy  products  and  meat  animals  more  than 
offset  declines  in  income  from  poultry  and  e/res  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and 
Alabama,  but  in  all  other  States  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  j 
was  less  than  in  January  last  year. 

Western  States:     Income  from  marketings  in  the  Western  States  this  January  was 
5  percent  larger  than  in  January  1W.     Including  Government  payments,  which 
were  seven  times  as  large  this  January  as  last,   income  was  1#  percent  larger  j 
and  was  larger  in  each  State  of  the  region.     Income  from  crops  was  larger  in 
all  States  except  Colorado,  California,  Utah,  and  Oregon.     Income  from  grains  j 
was  larger  this  January  in  Montana,  Idaho,  Wyoming,  New  Mexico,  Nevada,  and 
Washington,  but  was  smaller  in  the  other  five  States.     Income  from  fruits  was 
smaller  in  all  States  except  California,  Oregon,  and  Arizona.     Income  from 
cotton  was  smaller  in  California  hut  larger  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  Income 
from  vegetables  was  larger  in  all  States  in  which  they  are  important.  Income 
from  meat  animals  for  the  region  was  7  percent  larger  this  January  than  last 
and  was  larger  for  each  State  except  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.     In  California, 
smaller  income  from  dairy  and  poultry  products  slightly  more  than  offset  the 
larger  returns  from  meat  animals,  but  in  all  the  other  States  of  the  region  in- 
come from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  larger  than  a  year  earlier.
